Say They See Standard's Hand In 


Central Bank Scheme. 


Washington. Xor. S.—From present 


indications the chances are that no 
effort will !/e made to pass a biH re- 
vising the banking **•* currency-laws 
of the United States until the Sixty- 
second congress assembles in Decem- 
ber, 
1911. This at least is the pres- 


ent plan of the monetary commission, 
which will meet in Washington soon 
after Senator Aldrich completes his 
present western tour. Members of 
the commission are convinced that 
before a. central bank of issue bill 
can be passed, a campaign of educa- 
tion, such as Mr. Aldrich has inaug- 
urated, mast, be conducted in the 
east as well as in the west. 


Advices from western states are to 


the effect that the impression pre- 
vails in several of them that the cen- 
tra! bank as proposed by Senator Al- 
drich means that such an institution 
would be nothing more or less than a 
Xew Tork bank which is controlled 
by the Standard Oil company. West- 
ern men in writing to the commission 
have been frank in declaring that 
such a belief is widespread. 


Should the Democrats win the next 


house, according to suggestions that 
hare been discussed .by members of 
the commission, the president would 
be urged to* call congress iu session 
soon after the election in Xovember 
next year for the purpose of consid- 
ering such legislation as the commis- 
sion might have to recommend.
